The current line-up is Glenn Roberts with Solid Gold and Letterbox,John Howenz 
with the SOS Radio Jazz Focus,Martin Swede Spectacular Show and the Jeff Anderson 
Super Show.An occassional DX/FR Programme is aired when enough information is 
available. 

Studio One consists of 2 reel-reel tape recorders ,2 Cassette recorders,twin decks 
and a mixer.The 15 watt tx is built by the operator and is fed into a 4 metre high 
dipole. 

Up to date SOS Radio have received 125 reports from DX'ers in nine conutries.More 
than: 5C$> of these have come from Sweden.A new QSL Card,stickers and info, will 
verify correct reports sent to SOS Radio,40 Robinson Road,London SWI7. 


Radio Poseidon International is reported to have closed for good.Poseidon used to 
operate on 6205 and 6217 khz., from Sweden with 150 watts .They are a FRL member.

August Marmut's strong and poorly modulated signal completely blocked ABC Englands 
special MOA transmission for the first couple of hours on 6270 khz.

The S~.B.B.S(Skull "and Bone Broadcasting System) were heard for the first time on 
28 th. August at 10.40 CET on 6265 khz.Programmes were fast moving and were 
presented by a series of professional deejays in English. 

A QSL Card will verify reports along with an info, sheet.The mailing address is 
S.B.B.S c/o 13 The Chase,Crawley,Sussex.The power used is around 65 watts. 
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Without doubt ABC Europe was one of the most, popular 48 metre pirates.Here is a full 

account of their two years and siz months on the air. 

The first test transmission from ABC Europe was heard on May 27th. on 6275 khz. with 
only 8 watts of power.Further tests were made on 6225,6235,6240,6250 and 6300 khz. as 
well as some frequencies in the 41 metre band.The station was located in Rotterdam 
and the operator was Danny Thomas.A mailing address was given as PO.Bbx 9363,Den Haag, 
Holland. 

' On February 1st. 1974 the station started regular broadcasts on 6252 khz.(announced 
as 6250 khz).They had been joined by Theo Venstraten(Stan Evans),Dave Hanleigh(Lee 
Alvin) and Poul Dane of World Music Radio,which had been closed by Dutch PTT the 
previous August.Power output was now 30 wattB and it was not long until a steady 
listenership was formed. 

On February 4th. the station moved location from Rotterdam to Etten-Leur where it 
remained up until the end.The programme schedule was»-08.00 Stan Evans,09.00 Danny 
Thomas Spectacular,10.00 Poul Dane,II.00 Lee Alvin,12.00 German Service and close¬ 
down at 13.00.A monthly DX'Comer was presented between 08.45, and 9.00. 

The station's slick format,tailor-made jingles and familiar DJ's made the station 
immensley popular with free radio listeners,and the station topped 1974 popularity 
polls.No Harrassment from the PTT had yet been suffered by ABC Europe.Despite its 
popularity it would seem they were unaware of it's existance. 

Broadcast continued throughout, 1974 every week from 08.00 to 13.00 sometimes with a 
break from 10.00 to II.00.In October 1974 a new 100 watt tx. made by Collins was 
brought into operation. 

The station entered into 1975, and still had no interference from the PTT .This was 
an example of ABC Europe's exaellent technical standards not provoking complaints 
from other countries. 

On May 4th. ABC Europe tested on 6230 khz. from I3.O9-I4.O5 GMT.Except in Britain, 
reception on this channel was poorer than 6252 khz,so the station decided to stay on 
this channel. 

In July 1975 a series of DX'Programmes produced and presented by RNI Goes DX host 
A.J Beirens were broadcast.lt was aired at first from 09.30 to 10.00 but later 
increased to an hour.On August 31st. a special four hour long documentary covering 
offshore history 1958-1974 was broadcast from 10.00-14.00 GMT.The programmes,which 
were produced by AJ and Pierre Desyne,featured extracts from every offshore station 
ever to broadcast.lt made enjoyable listening and was probably the longest offshore 
documentary ever broadcast. 

On September 7th. the DJ team had an addition in the form of Rob Ronder(ex-Atlantis, 
Mi Amigo and Veronica)who presented a weekly show.A new schedule had emerged:-08.00 * 
ABC Goes International Part One with Danny Thomas,09.00 ABC DX with A.J(_on tape) 10.00 
Poul Dane Show,II.00 Lee Alvin,12.00 Stan Evans for Lunch,13.00 Sir Rob Ronder and 
14.00 ABC Goes International Part Two with Danny Thomas.The closedown was at 15.00 
GMT and news was now broadcast on,the hour and offshore info, on the half hour.All 
programmes were broadcast live except AJ's which was recored in Belgium. 

However,the station was now nearing its end.At the start of November I975 the Dutch 
PTT received contacts from England and Finland about a shortwave transmitter in the 
48 metre band on an unauthorised channel believed to be located in Holland.ABC was 
also an item on the agenda at an International conference being held in Finland at the 
time .The PTT got to work and the conclusion was reached that ABC Europe was “ca?ed 
m Rotterdam but the precise location could not be found-the station stayed on the air. 
And so to Sunday November I6th. I975.The PTT tracked the station to Etten-Leur and at

However a chance still remained.An offer was made by ABC England,which 
at the time was a new station,to broadcast pre-recorded ABC Europe programmes over 
their highly successful 8 watt tx. on ABC Europe's frequency.lt was hoped that these 
broadcasts would start just two weeks after the raid.It was later learnt from Danny 
Thomas that too much studio gear had been confiscated to make it possible to produce 
programmes.The project fell through and ABC Europe was not heard again. 

Later ABC joined up with WMR who were negotiating with Radio Andorra for legal air- 
time.That is a very different story!J

Radio Dublin is the longest surviving of all Irish pirates and almost a household 
name in the capital city.To appreciate their success and status,one must consider that 
they claim an audience of over TO,000.Although a little optimistic,there is no 
question that the Big D' has a very large following. 

•he story starts in I966,when Ked Edwards and Prince Terry started very irreguLar, 
low powered transmissions.Nothing much happened until 1974.Doctor Don as his bride-to- 
be Debbie joined,shortly followed by Captain Cook, the station's engineer and public 
relations man. 

In early 1975 the transmitting gear was worth only a meagre £100 which only managed 
to cover part of the city.Due to a lot of hard work,Radio Dublin started to progress. 
By early I976 the station was broadcasting for five hours every Sunday afternoon and 
covering the whole of Dublin.At the same time Doctor Don started up an international 
service called Westside Radio International on 6210 khz.This was to continue broad- 
casting for several months every Sunday morning# 

In June I976 the staff and listeners of Radio Dublin organised a protest march from 
GPO Buildings in Leinster House,where a 10,000 signature petition was handed over.The 
station requested a broadcast licence,but was not. surprisingly refused. 

On September I5th. that, year Dr.Don's home at Killala Road,Dublin was raided by Post 
Office and Gardia.A lot of equipment was removed,but returned when it was decided by 
officials not to press charges.After the raid Captain Cook built and modified 
equipment to increase the station's service area.This resulted in another rise in 
popularity,and it was therefore decided to start a Radio Dublin listeners Club.For a 
subscription members would receive a quarterly newsletter,record discounts and cut 
p^ice entrance to discos and meetings# 

At the same time The Captain and Doctor Don rowed over station policy,the situation 
ba^y^gi^l X 'Tracy W ^ en ^ left ^ £tatixm look after his business,and a newly bom

Radio Luxembourg had better watch out.Soon it may not be the only major commercial 
radio station beaming across Europe.The Faroe Islands Parliment is actively - 
considering operating a giant 200 KW station that would be heard on the medium-wave 
band throughout Britain and North Europe from next summer. 

Mr. N.J Argre,director of Faroe Islands Radio,which at present has a tiny 5'KW 
transmitter that barely reaches the 200 miles South-east to the Shetlands,told me 
fast week,'Parliment will decide wether to go ahead.We have permission to use the 
wavelength as a result of the Geneva congress in 1975-But it will not interfere with 
any British station,it will be broadcasting at about 600khz(near R.4)if and when it 
starts.

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ABC ENGLAND 


ABC England's second birthday on September 3 rd. turned very sour,due to jamming, 
technical difficulties and finally a severe raid. 

ABC was broadcasting from a hillside near Saffron Walden in Essex.The aerial was 
strung between two disused telegraph poles,with the co-ax cable feing fed down 
into a car where the 4-0 watt transmitter,cassette machine and other equipment were 
placed. 

Shortly after 12.10 BST a black estate car with a whip aerial was seen on the 
private approach road to the location. 

The lookout quickly ran back to the site warning the other crew members of Mr. 
Hawkin's imminent arrival.He and another operator fled across fields to safety with 
the crystal,PA Valve and programme tape.En route they were forced to squeeze through 
Barbed wire fences and thick hedges. 

Meanwhile the other crew member had disconnected the transmitter which was now 
lacking a crystal and valve(technically not a transmitter)and had started up his 
^car.However, GPO Official Mr.Hawkins had now run up the access road and was blocking 
the route.On Hawkin's right was a building and on his left a tractor. 

The operator decided to drive between the official and the tractor,but due to 
lack of space struck his front wing resulting in severe damage to the car. 

Despite this,he managed to continue and drove onto the main road.He had only gone 
a few hundred yards when,due to the damage the steering suddenly seized up and he 
was forced to stop.Meanwhile Hawkins and his assistants had followed and made an 
attempt to search his car.The operator at first refused entry as no search warrant 
was produced. 

Hawkins then drove to Saffron Walden and. returned with a local policeman who 
persuaded the operator to open his car,from which a 40 watt, transmitter was removed. 
Several other items were taken from the location*yellow nylon rope,a copper aerial 
wire,co-ax feeder and a ballun. 

Hawkins took the drivers name and address,picture and a shot of the damaged car. 

He added that he would be taking out a private summons for attempted bodily harm. 

Meanwhile,the other members of the crew had been, hiding under the cover of a hedge 
for over an hounLuckily they were not even spotted by Hawkins and his Dynamic Duo. 
There are two important factors to. consider,(i) The station had closed down before 
the officials arrived and (ii) The confiscated tx was not legally definable as a 
transmitter because it was minus both crystal and PA Valve.With such flimsy evidence 
j, successful prosecution seems rather doubtful# 

A station spokesman said the reason for the raid were probably that the groundwave 
was m listening range of the GPO tracking station in Colchester and it was also 
ABC’s second birthday# 

If this raid wasn't enough,ABC's signal had been plagued with jamming by carriers 
ana morse as well as being over-modulated.All these factors ruined reception of the 
DX'Bulletin and part of the special second anniversary show. 

However,ABC have told us that this raid makes them even more determined to stay 
on the air and not to be caught again.Indeed,broadcasts will be going out as per 
normal in October with a considerable increase of power. 

ABC England was also raided during October 1976 on their first birthday.Several 
members were prosecuted and equipment,including a 225 watt transmitter was 
confiscated.

A.J:Y es,anything which keeps people interested must be doing something for the 
cause. 

Editor :Would you ever consider being involved with other landbased pirates ? . ,r 

A.J:Y es,I think so.But it would only be on the same basis as for ABC-a I)X Programme. 
Robb Eden: I have'nt really bothered to think, that deeply....I suppose I'll have 
to say that as far as I'm.concerned their broadcasts do no useful purpose.Programmes 
are very poor and usually put out by schoolboys. 

Mark Stuart: As long as programmes are professional and regular,I'm all for 
landbased pirates.I used to be involved with a station in Brighton a while ago.We 
had quite good response and I enjoyed being involved. 

Andy Archer: Some stations are quite quality and have reasonable programmes:These 
are doing a good service and I'm all for it.However,there are far more irresponsible 
operators who cause a lot of interference and don't know how to use a microphone 
properly. 

Alan West:T hey're doing no good at all...a waste of time. 

The. "Admiral" Robbie Dale: Well,I must admit, that I've never heard any landbased 
pirates,although I ve been told all about them.I suppose I'll have to say I'm in 
favour of them if people bother to listen. " J ' :

Ronan O'Rahilly: I'm not one for quotes...ask Johnny.Johnny Jason: I think- the*™ 
very exciting and I'm all in favour of them.What I think is particularly good is 
the way in which, they keep up an interest in free radio and also entertain.

Mark Romana I don't like them at all. 

Greg Banoe: I realise that the people running them, are doing a service,but I don't 
really feel they can achieve anything or be taken that seriously...on the other 
hand perhaps I'm wrong ? 

Paul Holingsdale:I don't really know much about them,but I like the idea.
